There is just a ghost of a chance for consid- 
eration of the Chicago public building bill at 
this session of Congress, provided the House 
Committee on Rules can be brought around to 


a proper appreciation of this important mut - 
ter. After conferring with his colleagues in 


‘the Chicago delegation Congressman McGann 


had a talk this forenoon with Chairman 
Bankhead of the Publie Buildings and 
Grounds committee. There was no beating 
about the bush on the part of the gentleman 
who controls the destinies: of public edifices 
so far as this Congress may de concerned, and 
he said his committee would make oo further 
efforts in the line of securing appropriations 
for public buildings during the present ses- 
sion of Congress, There was a remedy, how- 
ever, for the Chicago people if they could 
only bring the Committee on Rules around to 
their way of thinking and have a special order 
broughtin fixing a day for the considera- 
tion of their bill. So far as he is concerned, 
he would cheerfully codperate with the Chi- 
cago Congressmen in their efforts to induce 
the Rules committee to see through the right 
kind of spectacies to give the metropolis of 
the West what it so greatly needed. Nothing 
more could be done by the Committee on 
Public Buildings and Grounds than had 
already been accomplished in the way of a 
favorable recommendation of the McGann 
bill, introduced last year. Inasmuch as the 
vommittee had not heard or seen anything 


that would induce them to change their 


minds, as expressed on the report, it was not 
in their power to have the Chicago bill ad- 
vanced on the calendar. No matter how 
much this course might be desirabie to those 
interested it would not be done, for the rea- 
son every other city in tha Union anxious 
for a public structure would be down 
upon the committee with similiar requests. 
As a matter of last tesort, therefore, he would 
— t an appeal to the Cam mittee on Rules, 
should any member of that body call 
upon him in regard tothe matter he would 
moat unqualifiedly indorse the needs of Chi- 
cago. is was a little encouragement for 
the advocates of Chicago, and they will pro- 
ceed at the earliest opportunity to lay ir 
views before the Rules committee and en- 
den ver to secure the special order. One of 
the members of the Committee on Rules 
Representative Catchings of Mississippi, said 
to Tun Trisuns correspondent while he 
did not know how bis colleagues on 
that committee were disposed, for his 
part he thought the order should be 
granted. There was fo q i in his 
mind about the necessities of Chi and if 
the House would give the matter consid, 
eration it deserved it was barely possible the 
measure might be put through at this session 
of Congress. Anattempt was madeto have 
a conference later in the day on this subject 
Chicago Congressmen, but it did 
not succeed, as Congressman Durborow had 
left the city. Messrs. Aldrich and McGann, 
however, will go before the Committee on 
Rules as the representatives of the two great 
political parties and endeavor to secure con- 
sent for a special order fixing an early day 
for the consideration of this bill, which is 
now pretty low down on the calendar.

CARLISLE AND SPRINGER TALE OF IT, 


Conference Held te Discuss the Amend- 
mont te the Currency Measure. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 20.—A confer- 
ence was held at the Treasury Department 
between Secrctary Carlisle and Chairman 
Springer of the House Committee on Bank- 
ing and Currency relative to amending the 
Carlisle currency bill. The subject was gone 
over fully, and asa result of the talk Mr. 
Springer will propose a number of amend- 
ments. One objection is under Sec. 7 some 
banks may be permitted to take a circulation 
of 90 per cent of their capital stock, while the 
bill limite circulation to 75 per cent of the 
capital stock. This would be remedied by re- 
quiring the excess, if any, to be retired by de- 
posit of greenbacks under existing provisions 
of law. 

The time in which the banks will ba re- 
quired to comply with the new law may be 
extended for two years. The bill will make 
clear that billholders of national bank notes 
will be protected durmg the time the old 
banks are conforming to the new law. An- 
other amendment will provide the govern- 
ment will receive the old notes for internal 
taxes and cancel them and issue notes under 
the new law, It is ble that these and 
other amendments the Democratic ma- 
jority of the Banking committee may agree 
upon may be embraced in a substitute which 
can be presented before the five-minute de- 
bate begins. ; 

The conference did not bring out any con- 
sideration of the three important amend ments 
which have been urged on the floor of the 
House—the issue of bonds to retire outstand- 
ing greenbacks, the elimination of State 
banks, and the limiting of a bank’s liability 
for the losses to other banks to 1 per cent.

Says Abolition of Rebate System Is Large- 
ly Respensible for Its Condition. 


President Greenhut of the whisky trust was 


at the Grand Pacific Hatel yesterday. He dis- 
cussed very briefly the affairs of the trust, re- 
ferring inquiries to the circular issued to 
stockholders detailing the condition of the 
organization, its money requirements, und the 
need of ite reorganization and plans for the 
same. The substance of the circular has been 
pubiisbed, 

It contains all that I could say,“ said Mr. 
Greenhut. ‘* The circular has not reached all 
the stockholders yet, o we have not heard 
from many of them.“ 

Are you in Chicago to add verbal explana- 
tion of affairs to that given in the circular?’ 

„No; Iam hereon other business. There 
are few stockholders in Chicago, anyway. The 
bulk of the stock is held East. The circular 
clearly sets out our position anyhow.”’ 

What has reduced the trust to its present 
condition? | 

“The abolition of the rebate system is 
largely the cause. That meant a difference of 
$2.000,000 to us. Hard times and competi- 
tion have. had their effect. 

Do you think the stockholders will accept 
the proposition to reorganize?’ 

Joan telt better when we hear from them. 
Reorganization is 3 necessary. It 
will have to be done.“ 

„On what plan?’ 

**That rests with the stockholders. They 
will select out of the three plans suggested in 
the circular the one which they regard best. 
There must be a reduction of the capital.”’ 

Mr. Greenhut says the trust has three houses 
ren now and a very heavy stock of 
goods on hand. It will shortly start up sev. 
eral other distilleries which manufacture spe- 
cial kinds of goods for which there is now a 
demand,

At a table immediately in front were Supt, 
A. G. Lane and several members of the City 
Board of Education. The discussion was 
opened b F. Nightmgale. who 
began with the work that is started in the 

rimary grades, and described its progress up 
nto through the high schoois. He 
was followed by President Henry Wade 
Rogers of Northwestern University, and 
after them came Bisho Spald. 
ing of Peoria, who diffe radically 
on many points frem both of his predecessors. 
President Rogers advocated the reading in 
the public schools of selections from the 
Bible which would de acceptable to all creeds. 
Bishop Spalding vigorously opposed the in- 
troduction of anything religious into the pub- 
lic school system. Prof. Nightingale dwelt 
in a measure upon the tumber of things 
taught in the public schools, their usefuiness, 
and the neral improvement of the 
methods of education today over those 
of fifty years ago. Bishop Spalding 
contended that me and material matters 
were practically of no moment; that in- 
fluence of good men women was 
worth more than all, 


Bishop Spalding Answers Them. 


1 believe,” said Bishop Spalding in answer 
to both President rs Prot, Nightin- 


gale, that our theologicai differences make 


it impossible for us to introduce the teaching 
of religious creeds in the public schools, We 
have exciuded the chifrches, Let us not mix up 
our difficulties by attempting religious com- 
promise for the schools. I accept the public 
school system for what it is—a system of 
recular education which has for its aim the 
production of good, true — real men 
and women. I differ from Prof. tingale, 
who has talked of teaching schoo! children a 
thousand things. The main thing is to teach 
them reverence for what is, to put them under 
the influence of men and omen who can 
teach them to be good and true.”’

ANOTHER GNARL FROM ALTGELD. 

Word comes from the Hot Springs, where 
Gov. Altgeld is recruiting his strength to 
meet a Republican Legislature, that he disap- 
proves of Judge Woods’ decision in the Debs 
case. That was to be expected. The two 
men belong to different schools of thought. 
Judge Woods believes in the supremacy of 
the General Government when dealing with 
Federal questions. Altgeld does not. 

Altgeld adinits that the General Government 
has under its charge the carrymg of the 
mails and the supervision of inter-State com- 
merce. But when that commerce or the mails 
are interfered with Within the limits of lili- 
nois Altgeld does not believe the President 
has a right to straighten matters out without 
his consent. He admits thata United States 
Court may issup orders in [illinois in certain 
cases, but if those orders are disobeyed he 
contends they cannot be enforced by Federal 
authorities without his approval. 

If some Wisconsin militia wish to enter II- 
linois, carrying their arms with them, and to 
give exhibition drills here it is customary for 
the Governor of Wisconsin to ask the Govern- 
or of Lilinois fur permission todo so, That 
requirement can be defended on the ground 
that this State is independent of and an equal 
of the Badger State, Altgeld thinks that the 
relation of Illinois to the United States Gov.

Education is empowered to retire any female 
teacher who sball have taucht in the public 
schools twenty years, three-fifths of the time 
to have been spent in teaching in this city, 


paratively few, may be retired after twenty- 
five years’ service. The pension is to be one- 
half of the salary paid at the date of retiracy, 
but must not exceed a thousand dollars. 

The fund out of which pensiong ate to be 
paid is to consist of 1 per cent of all salaries 
of school employéa, of fines and amounts de- 
ducted from salaries for negiect ol duty, and 
other miscellaneous sources which may be 
provided by law. The 1 per cent, which 
amounts to about $30,000 a year, will fur- 
nish the bulk of the money. These sums will 
have to be invested and the income from 
them will pay the pensions. 

It is evident that it will take some years to 
accumulate enough money to pay a compar- 
atively small number of g ensiom. But there 
must be at this time a number of teachers 
who have served their twenty years, many of 
whom would be glad to retireon ‘half pay if 
they hadachance. In the case of a police- 
man, he not only hasto serve twenty years, 

but he must be 50 years old, There is no 
such requirement as to teachers. Many of 
the female ones begin at 18. By the time 


only 38, and ought to be most efficient Wen 
if they were efficientat any time. 

How far the board would use wisely its 
power to retire teachers cannot be told in ad- 
vance. If the pension fund were small, as it 
will be for some gears to come, and the num- 
ber of teachers who wanted to be pensioned 
was large, there might be a good deal of log- 
rolling to get these coveted positions, where 
there was a steady income with nothing to do.

CLERK DO A FULL DAY'S 
WORK?! 

The heads of all the county offices are ask- 
ing the Judges to give them more employés. 
which is equivalent to a demand on the tax- 
payers for more money. The President of 
the board says the revenues of the county will 
not stand the increase in expenditure. 

It cannot be denied that the work of the dif- 
ferent county departments is increasing con- 
tinually. When a private firm finds its busi- 
ness growing it hires more men. There is no 
reason why the county should not do the 
same thing. If more men really are needed 
for the public service they must be hired, and 
the money to pay them with must be found 
by economizing somewhere else or in some 
other way. 

But before the Judges grant these requests 
for more men they should find out whether 
they are really needed. Ot course they. are 
familiar with, and will make allowances for, 
the natural desire of every head of a depart- 
ment to add to the number of his employés. 
The more subordinates he has the more im- 
portant he feels. He has more patronage at 
his dis vosal. 
to reward friends or pacify hungry poli- 
ticians. ” 

The most important thing tee the Judges to 
ascertain however, is how many hours’ work 
is done on the average by the county em- 
ployés, and how much work they manage to 
do during that time as compared with clerks 
in banks, railroad offices, and large commer- 
cial establishments, Itis known that they 
are better paid. But do they do as much 
work? If not, the county is not getting as 
much for a dollar asa private or corporate 
employer gets for 60 or '70 cents. If the 
Judges find this to be the case then they 
should insist that the heads of departments 
make their employés work a little harder. If 
they object and quit their places can be filled 
twice over in a day. But not one of tnem 
will eave, for he knows he cannot get as much 
pay elsewhere, 

Supposing the Judges ask three or four men 
the Auditor of a railroad, the head of a big 
bank, the man in charge of the shipping de- 
partment of a large wholesale house, and the 
person who looks after the record writers in 
one of the private abstract firmse—to take a 
look fora day ortwo through the different 
county offices and see what the standard of ef- 
ticiency is. It may be that the report would 
be such as to induce the Judges to say what 
was needed was more industry, rather than 
more men. . 8 

There is a general belief that municipal em- 
ployés, with rare exceptions, are not chosen 
because of their efficiency, honesty, and in- 
dustry, but on account of friendship or for 
political considerations. It is the conviction 
of most people that while a municipality 
ought to get as good work asa private indi- 
vidual it never does, and that while city and 
county offices ought to be on a business basis 
they are run on a “ practical politics“ basis. 
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be supplied by having a larger number of 
pieces of money, but a smaller aggregate of 
buying power than the money of today pos- 
sesses.

FINANCIAL QUESTION IN CONGRESS. 

Washington correspondents who have can- 
vassed the situation profess to see no reason 
to expect that the Carlisle currency bill will 
become alaw.

expected to make the price of sugar a little 
higher to the average consumer on the west- 
ern side of the Atiantic, but it does not ap- 
pear plain or even probable that Spain would 
be much hurt by it, and the government of 
that country could calmly witness the afflic.

SELF-PROPELLING FIRE ENGINES 


Chief Swenie Thinks a Chicago 
Scheme Is Not Practicable. 

In the columns of mechanical and electrical 
journals for some months there has been more 
or less intermittent discussion of the feasi- 
bility of self-propelling fire engines and the 
substitution of electricity and compressed air 
for steam, which has some little interest to 
the general public. Stress is laid on the 
nuisance of a fre engine rushing through the 
streets frightening horses, and time, it is said, 
is lost in getting up steam after arriving at 
the scene of the fire. In one of the journals 
it is claimed that the proud fire horse might 
be relegated to other work if a small cylinder 
of compressed air were depended on to fur.
